For instance the text is preceded by a Discours sur la Premiere et 
Seconde Lettre de Andre Corsal , Lettre de la Royne Helene , Voyage d'Andre Corsal, 
Preface de Ramusio } and at the end we find annexed Lettres du serenissime David Roy 
d'Ethiope. There are also six woodcut plans of Temples.

This work, which is uniform in size and stylo with that issued by 
the Austrian Government in 1892 (see no. 70), has been printed at 
the Imperial Press, Vienna. 

Since it was first announced in February, 1906, tho author has 
had placed at his disposal so much interesting and new material, that 
it has been found necessary to considerably enlarge the contents of the 
book. Instead of the one hundred illustrations mentioned in the 
preliminary prospectus the text contains nearly four hundred repro¬ 
ductions illustrating the history of ancient carpets.

A highly interesting and important volume, containing the Minutes of the Courts 
of this Company during the most important period of its existence. The present volume 
commences with the Minnies of the first court held by Sir T. Roe, Jan. 1, 1622. 

For six years Roc was at Constantinople. He was succeeded by Sir Peter Wych, who 
was followed in 1638 by Sir Sackville Crowe, who from the time of his arrival until 
1645 managed the affairs of the Company to its general satisfaction. In this year 
differences arose between the Ambassador and the Company touching the right and 
title to Strangers' Consulage. Graver matters widened the breach. J. Wolfe, the 
Treasurer of the Company, becoming insolvent for great sums of money, Sir Sackville 
Crowe alleged these debts were national, arising from the late changes of state officers, 
their extravagant exactions, and avaricious practices; and therefore to extinguish 
this public debt, he made a levy of 110,950 dollars on the English estates at Con¬ 
stantinople and Smyrna, detaining the Company’s ships in those ports until the debt 
was satisfied and cleared. 

At this stage the entries cease, the last being dated Feb. 26, 1646. A complete 
rupture immediately occurred. As it contains the official records of these important 
transactions from the arrival of Sir T. Roe till the rupture betw een Sir Sackville Crowe 
and the Company this Volume is of the utmost importance and interest. The last entry 
is probably the record of the last occasion on which Crowe presided at the Court, as by 
April in the same year he had proceeded to extreme measures. For an account of 
the steps taken by the Ambassador see the following item :

The present is an unique opportunity of acquiring a most important historical 
collection, and one that throws additional and valuable light upon a very interesting 
period in the history of the East India Company under its greatest governor general. 

Richard Harwell, son of William Barwell, governor of Bengal in 1748, was born 
in 1741. Appointed at an early age as a writer on the Bengal establishment of the 
East India Company, he was soon alter nominated a member of couneil in Bengal, with 
Philip Francis as one of his colleagues, General Clavering as commander in chief, and 
Warren Hastings governor general. It is by his constant support of Hastings, in oppo¬ 
sition to the party led by Franeis, that Barwell’s name is known to history. Hastings 
said of him : “ He possesses much experience, a solid judgment, much greater fertility 
of resources than 1 have, and his manners are easy and pleasant.” On the other hand, 
Franeis wrote “ He is rapacious without industry, and ambitious without an exertion of 
his faculties or steady application to affairs. He will do whatever ean be done by 
bribery and intrigue ; he has no other resource.” And this character seems to have 
been the more accurate ; he was accused, while a member of eouncil, of deriving an 
illieit profit of £20,000 a year from eertain salt contracts. In connection with this 
affair, he fought a bloodless duel with Clavering. When he retired from the service, 
Barwell is said to have brought to England one of the largest fortunes ever accumu¬ 
lated. He died in 1804. 

The correspondence now offered for sale gives a clear insight into some of the 
intricate and often somewhat suspicious incidents in the life of a well-known member of 
the East India Company. Incidentally it throws a vivid light on many of its commercial 
transactions, and quite apart from its historical and political interest, it is a valuable 
reeord of letters written to the most influential publie men and most famous litterateurs 
of the end of the eighteenth century. A number of letters are addressed to William 
Makepeace Thaekeray, many speak of Lord Clive, Warren Hastings and other 
celebrated personages. The incident of the “ bloodless duel ” with Clavering is here 
related in one of the duellists’ own words, and the eharge brought against Barwell of 
receiving enormous profits from illicit trading in salt is fully described, perhaps with 
partiality, but still with vigour and precision as to details. 

Among the contents is a memorandum of affairs from the 20th to the 25th of June 
1777 drawn up by Warren Hastings, in which he speaks of Barwell as the one “ who is 
now the only legal successor to the Chair upon my quitting it.” 

The most interesting portion of the correspondence is perhaps that dealing 
with Nuneomar or Nundo. Kumar, a Hindu who was condemned to death and executed 
for forgery. The whole ineident is here narrated by an eye-witness who played an 
important role in the trial and ultimate execution of this famous Hindu. The follow¬ 
ing are the exaet words of the narrative : “ Poor old Nundcomar is at last fallen by 
his own villainies, he was brought to trial on the charge of Forgery to defraud the 
Estate of Bolakydoss—after an Examination of many days in the course of which every 
evidence he produced was deteeted of Perjury—the Jury brought him in guilty and on 
the 5th of the present month at \ past nine in the morning he suffered by the hands ot 
the hangman, he conducted himself with decency and at the place of Execution acknow¬ 
ledged the Justness of the sentence by which he suffered.” In a later letter, Barwell 
says the majority of the Council tried to establish that Warren Hastings was at the 
bottom of the proseeution and that the bench and jury were influenced by him—a fact 
whieh the writer vigorously refutes.

These volumes attest in a remarkable way not only to the ability of the artist but 
also to her devotion to her art, for very few ladies can after a residence in India (even 
with the modern facilities for travel and the improvements in life in Iudia) shew such a 
record of real work.

“ Mediaeval Sinhalese Art” is a record of the place of the craftsman and his work in 
a feudal society not unlike that of Early Mediaeval Europe. It deals not with a period 
of great attainment in “fine” art, but with a “great and beautiful scheme of peasant 
decoration ” based upon the traditions of Indian art. Much has been written on Indian Arts 
and Crafts, but never before have the Arts and Crafts of a limited area been treated of and 
illustrated in great detail. It should be clearly understood that Sinhalese art is an integral 
part of Indian; it possesses this special interest, that it is in many respects of earlier 
character, and more purely Hindu (though actually Buddhist) than any art surviving on the 
mainland so late as the early nineteenth century. Even at the present day, there is much to 
be learnt about Dravidian art from Sinhalese sources ; many, indeed, of the Sinhalese 
craftsmen were immigrants from Southern India. All these points are dealt with, and 
extracts given from the Sanskrit technical works (Silpa Sastras), of which the most important 
treats of the proportions of images. To craftsmen and students of sociology, the picture of 
this simple feudal society, wherein the craftsman held so secure and so honourable a position 
will seem like an extract from some far “Utopia”; and perhaps it may in some small 
measure contribute to the solution of the problems of commercialism. But the picture is 
a sad one. for it shows all that was beautiful and simple in a highly civilised and independent 
community to be now in the last stages of disintegration.
